CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — 
From the opening kickoff this 
season, Northern Michigan foot- 
ball looked to provide something 
special, and that it did. 

The Boyne City Ramblers put 
together one of the best fall sea- 
sons ever and pushed defending 
Division 6 champion Ithaca to the 
limit in their state semifinal 
matchup. The Charlevoix Ray- 
ders hit their stride mid-season 
and earned a trip to the playoffs, 
their first postseason appearance 
in five years, and nearly got past 
Negaunee in their opening round 
contest.

Vroman was a Detroit Free 
Press All-State Division 6 first 
team selection and an Associated 
Press Division 5-6 All-State spe- 
cial mention selection this sea- 
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son as well. 

Maceo could and would 
change the game just by 
being in the contest as de- 
fenses had to be aware of his 
location at all times.
